Operators of pedicabs—the tricycle taxis with 
passenger seats popular in nightlife and tour- 
ist districts of the city—say they are ready for 
regulation but argue that an ordinance backed 
by Mayor Emanuel and set for a City Council 
vote Wednesday would kill their business. 

The human-powered pedicabs are adver- 
tised as a green form of transportation and 
until now have operated without any city 
oversight. Under the proposed regulations, 
they would be banned from the Loop dur- 
ing rush hour, and outlawed entirely on State 
Street and Michigan Avenue between Con- 
gress Parkway and Oak Street, bread-and- 
butter stretches for operators. 

The ordinance also would require licenses 
for pedicabs and set a cap on the number is- 
sued at 200. It comes before the City Council 
as aldermen also consider cracking down on 


online ride-sharing services, another currently 
unregulated competitor to the traditional taxi 
industry. 

Ald. Tom Tunney (44th) who first proposed 
the pedicab ordinance about a year ago, said 
Chicago is one of the last jurisdictions in the 
country without regulation for three-wheeled 
taxis and called action by the City Council 
“long overdue.” 

“The ordinance will help legitimize the in- 
dustry, increase public safety and improve the 
flow of traffic on our congested streets,” Tun- 
ney said at joint committee hearing where the 
ordinance was discussed Tuesday. 

The proposal was passed on to the full 
council despite opposition from pedicab op- 
erators, who said that while some regulation 
may be needed, Tunney’s proposal goes too 
far, especially with rules that put key down- 
town areas off limits.

1 dead, 6 injured in 
FedEx center shooting 


KENNESAW, Ga. A FedEx Corp. package han- 
dler armed with a shotgun opened fire at a 
shipping facility in suburban Atlanta early 
‘Tuesday, injuring six people before killing him- 
self, apparently with his own weapon, police 
and hospital officials said. 

Three people were in critical condition, two 
of them with life-threatening injuries, after 
being shot by the unidentified gunman just 
before 6 a.m. EDT at a FedEx warehouse near 
the airport in Kennesaw, Ga., about 30 miles 
northwest of Atlanta, police and hospital of- 
ficials said. 

FedEx employee Liza Aiken told the Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution she was correcting ad- 
dresses on packages when she saw a 19-year- 
old colleague dresied all in Black and armed 
with a knife, wun ancl a careriege belt strapped 
across his chest. 

“He bad bullets strapped to his chest like 
Rarnvbe,” she cold whe newspaper “THe looked 
like he was heading into war.”

Ice Cube’s hot 
Hollywood career

“I’m straight outta Compton,” Queen Latifah 
exclaims in an introductory scene from the 
action-comedy “22 Jump Street.” 

Pointing at Ice Cube—who plays her glow- 
ering spouse (a police boss whose primary 
function seems to be ridiculing and shouting 
down the movie’s stars, Jonah Hill and Chan- 
ning Tatum)— Latifah adds almost apologeti- 
cally: “He’s from Northridge.” 

It’s one of a number of sly inside jokes in “22 
Jump Street”—the sequel to Hill and Tatum’s 
hit 2012 adaptation of the TV series “21 Jump 
Street”—that directly reference Ice Cube’s an- 
cillary career. That is, as the guy who set the son- 
ic template for gangsta rap as chief lyricist for 
Compton rap crew N.W.A, the group respon- 
sible for the song “Straight Outta Compton.” 

Before portraying a snarling authority figure 
with a cadre of undercover operatives and the 
mother of all bad attitudes in “Jump Street,” 


Ice Cube (government name: O’Shea Jackson) 
in reality was cautioned by the FBI in 1988 for 
penning the song “{Bleep] tha Police.” 

“They like to play off my real-life persona. 
They're always jabbing,” he said of directors 
Phil Lord and Chris Miller, who were responsi- 
ble for “21 Jump Street” and this year’s animated 
hit “The Lego Movie.” “The thing about Capt. 
Dickson, you want him to be wicked, prickly, 
thorny, abrasive. I’m trying to push that in ev- 
ery scene. I want to be the best, stereotypical 
mean captain that has ever been on screen.” 

Ice Cube hasn’t forsworn his musical career 
and has an album called “Everythang’s Cor- 
rupt” that gets back to his gangsta rap roots 
due out in May. 

In further testament to the authority Cube 
commands on screen, “22 Jump Street” marks 
the third movie franchise in which he contin- 
ues to prominently feature—more than any 
other American actor working today with the 


possible exception of Samuel L. Jackson. 

Earlier this year, the rapper-turned-actor’s 
buddy cop comedy, “Ride Along,” shocked 
Hollywood by taking in $134 million do- 
mestically and spawning a sequel. Moreover, 
that film’s performance resulted in another 
long-stalled Cube-starring project getting the 
green light: a third installment of the 2002 en- 
semble “Barbershop.” 

But that goodwill did not extend as far as one 
of his most cherished projects—a fourth in- 
stallment of the 1995 stoner farce “Friday” that

he co-wrote, produced and in which he stars. 

“For some reason, New Line and Time War- 
ner just won't step to the plate and treat the 
movie like it should be treated,” said Cube of 
“Friday.” “I want to bring everybody back: Chris 
Tucker, Katt Williams, John Witherspoon, 
Mike Epps. That’s going to cost some money. 

“I thought with the success of ‘Ride Along,’ 
that would be a no-brainer. But I guess it’s 
more than a no-brainer. This ain’t 1994, you 
know what I’m saying? You can’t get a 2014 
movie for a 1994 price.”

& Cellar,” imagined that a struggling actor 
gets hired to work down there and tends to 
the shops—and his one customer.” {[Laughs.]} 


How he landed the role: “T knew Jon [Tolins} 


saclally thoough showbex and Tc done same 
readings of a play of his. We ended up work- 
ing together on a TV show called ‘Partners,’ a 
sitcom out in L.A. We were both East Coast- 
ers transplanted to L.A. and so we hung out 
alot. We became good friends and he sent 
me the script and I loved it. And then, after 
‘Partners’ got canceled, the play was getting a 
lot of attention and heat from theaters. And 
the Rattlestick [Playwrights] Theater, which 
is a wonderful Off-Off-Broadway company, 
picked it up.” (After a sold-out run, the play 
moved to the Barrow Street Theatre.) 


The most challenging aspects of perform- 
ing this show: “It can be terrifying. There are 
nights when I have forgotten my line and I 
have no idea what I’m going to say. [Laughs.}

line comes out, thank God. ... It’s 95 minutes 
without stopping. I never leave the stage; I 
iinn’t even turn upstage. It’s a terrifying pros- 
feret to go out there on your own and create 
all of the energy for the show.” 


His Chicago free-time plans: “I want to see 
more theater!” (Urie attended—and loved— 
the Second City mainstage show during a 
quick pre-show publicity trip to Chicago 

in April.) “I’ve always wanted to see some- 
thing at Steppenwolf and the Goodman and 
Chicago Shakespeare Theater. And I want 
to take one of the architecture tours. They 
sound amazing. And that was what really 
blew me away being in Chicago. The build- 
ings are gorgeous! And the city planning is 
just—I can’t imagine anything better. It’s so 
beautiful and you can really see things. New 
York is beautiful, but really only from New 
Jersey. [Laughs.} When you're in the middle 
of it, it’s fun and it’s exciting, but there are 
not views unless you’re in a tall building. But 
Chicago really has it figured out.”

Xbox breaking into 
original content

Xbox is getting into the original 
content game, developing a doz- 
en projects including a variety 
comedy show pilot hosted by 
Sarah Silverman (right), it was 
announced Monday. 

Xbox users have been able to 
stream content from providers such 
as Netflix and Hulu on the gaming sys- 
tem, but beginning in June they also will be 
able to access exclusive programming through 
Xbox Originals. 

“Microsoft has a long and rich legacy in the 
content business,” said Jordan Levin, executive 
vice president of Xbox Entertainment Studios. 
“Games have been part of our DNA for at least 
the last 15 years, and creating original TV con- 
tent is a logical next step in our evolution.” 

Xbox is partnering with Jash, the online 
comedy network founded by Silverman, Mi- 
chael Cera, Tim & Eric, and Reggie Watts, 


on an as-yet untitled variety series. 
“Each week, a different come- 
dian will host/curate a show 
featuring new and unsung tal- 
ent, in various video formats,” 
according to Xbox. Silverman 
will host the pilot, which will 
go into production in June. 
Xbox also is committed to a six 
part documentary series, “Signal to 
Noise,” that will tell “little-known stories of 
how modern technology has radically altered 
the way we interact with our world.” The first 
installment, “Atari: Game Over,” will investi- 
gate an urban legend tied to the 1983 “E.T.” 
Atari game. It will premiere sometime later 
this year. Debuting in June is “Every Street 
United,” an unscripted series about street 
soccer. 
In addition, Xbox Originals will provide 
coverage of live events, starting June 13 with a 
Bonnaroo simulcast.
